NOTE: The "protruding elements comprises a hinge. ..being located between ends of the protruding element" proposed 
in claims 1, 16, and 22 would require further consideration and/or search. 

In response to the applicant's arguments regarding the amendment of including a hinge, the prior combination of Hefner in view of Chernick 
et al. further in view of Huang meet the limitation of a hinge to rotate around at least one tangential axis and would have been obvious and 
advantageous to combine as detailed in the Office Action dated 12/11/2008. Furthermore, the claim language was not materially reducing 
or simplifying the issues for appeal since the amended details were previously dependent on additional claims whose language was not 
incorporated into the proposed amendment of claims 1,16, and 22. 
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
